Man Surrenders To U. S. Prison 
After Being Free For 34 Years 


W. K. Robinson, (>5, Who Escaped From Train While On 
Way To Serve Four-Year Sentence, Says He Has 
Been Haunted By Fear Of Capture. 


Leavenworth, Kan., Oct. 14 (AP). 
Haunted more than half of his life 
by fear of capture, W. Kirby Robin­ 
son, 65, has surrendered to serve a 
federal 
prison 
sentence 
imposed 
thirty-four 
years 
ago 
which 
he 
evaded by leaping from a moving 
train in the old Indian territory. 
The gray-haired father of a family 
in California appeared before W ar­ 
den Fred Zerbst and told him how 
he 
had 
been 
convicted 
at 
Fort 
Sm ith, Arkansas, for robbing a post­ 
office near Little Rock, Arkansas, 
and sentenced to serve four years at 
Leavenworth. 
Robinson voluntarily placed him ­ 
self in the custody of Leavenworth 
police, awaiting investigation of his 
case. 
The warden called R. E. Vetterly, 
agent in charge of the United States 
bureau of investigation, department 
of justice, at Kansas City, who an­ 
nounced Thursday th at proper com­ 
m itm ent papers would be issued for 
Robinson’s 
incarceration 
in 
the 
penitentiary. 
Digging through yellowing files, 
Vetterly found the story of Robin­ 
son’s escape. 
As the train roared 


north of Bartlesville in the Indian 
territory, the prisoner worked him ­ 
self free of shackles and 
plunged 
through a window. 
“I changed my name to Sinclair,” 
Robinson told the department of 
justice representative. 
‘‘I went to 
Houston 
first, 
then 
spent fifteen 
years as a school book salesman in 
Chicago. 
I saved money, went to 
the Imperial valley 
in 
California, 
bought in on a tourist camp and 
filling stations and did well. I m ar­ 
ried twice. 
Before the stock m ar­ 
ket crash I was worth close to a 
hundred thousand dollars. 
Most of 
it went, but I ’m not broke today. 
“But I want to clear this up. 
It’s 
been haunting me. 
Then 
I ’ll 
go 
back to California.” 
Robinson, who once lived at Braw­ 
ley and later at Carazon, California, 
recalled that in 1922-23 he was dep­ 
uty sheriff in Imperial county.

was a “hobby” with him, he said, 
as he didh’t need the salary.
